A March 9 decision of the Supreme Court has made 
t virtually impossible to libel a public official— a ruling 
vhlch no doubt has shaken to the core virtually every 
public office holder from city councilman to the President 
jf the United States. 

For now the councilman can only face with resigna¬ 
tion the attacks of an outraged housewife and the Presiden 
can only cancel his subscription to an offending publica¬ 
tion. For even if the criticism is exaggerated or false, you 
can’t libel a public official in discussing his official con¬ 
duct unless your statement is made with actual malice. 

The Supreme Court’s unanimous opinion came when 
it reversed a $500,000 libel judgement awarded to a former 
Montgomery, Alabama, police official who charged the New 
York "nmes and four Negro clergymen with Ubel as ® 
of an advertisement by the ministers in the Times. e o - 
ficial claimed that the ad, which portrayed_^ [n'”Xnt’ 
vicious, terroristic and criminal police action in Mont¬ 
gomery, reflected on him; and the lower Alabama court 
had held the statements were "libelous per se. , 

But the Supreme Court said that the Alabama court s 
decision was inconsistent with the First and Fourteenth 
Amendments to the U.S. Constitution. The Constitution, 
the court declared, “prohibits a public official ^rom r^ 
covering damages for a defamatory falsehood relating to 
his official conduct unless he proves ^hat the statement 
was made with actual malice — that is, -^th ^
